THE ELECTION TODAY 


T 


HE issues of the campaign in the city election which 


takes place today seem to be unanimous for im- 


provement all along1 the line, consequently it -will he a con- 
test based on the personality of the vaiious candidates 
rather than any set of piinciples 


With respect to the three referendum ordinances, the 


intent of each In its bearing: upon the question of gambling 
in the City of Reno has been pietty well thrashed out 
through The Journal for Ordliiance No 1 and by the Cik- 
izens' League at a mass meeting and by printed addresses 
on behalf of Ordinances No 2 and 3 In advocating the 
adoption of Oidmance No 1, The Journal has had the op- 
position of every newspaper, the gambling fraternity and 
the Citizens' League It has been charged that the Ordin- 
ance was dia-un with the intention of creating a monopoly 
of the business for two houses in the city, notwithstanding 
the fact that the games have ttipled in number since the 
downstairs law was passed and that theie is notnlng *n 
the ordinance to prevent anyone fiom running upstairs 
if he choose to pay a smaller license than that exacted 
of those who wish to run downstairs The question of the 
choice between the two ordinances (No 1 and. No 3) re- 
solves itself into a difference of opinion as to which will 
bring to the city the greatest amount of revenue and at 
the same time restrict and regulate gambling There is a 
wide difteience in the amount of the license No i proposes 
a license of $75 per quarter, while No 3 asks each game to 
contribute $450 per quarter, in addition to the $225 per 
quarter now exacted hy the state and county In other 
words No 1 would compel each game to pay license to 
the amount of $300 per quarter and No 3 demands $675 
for a like period 


In the opionion of The Journal as a revenue producer 


No 3 would be a failure, for the reason that the license is 
prohibitive No 1 pi ovides in addition to a lower license 
that a police officer shall be stationed at the entrance to 
a room wheie gambling is carried on at the expense of the 
proprietor of the game 
The voter can take his choice, 


vote without feat or favor, but alone for the good of so- 
ciety and the benefit of the city treasury

Attorney Cooke Gives His Opinion 
-on Section Relating to Uni- • 


formed Officers 


In their addresses before the 
maas 


meeting at McKiasick's opera 
house 
Saturday evening, Judge Curler 
and 


Attorney Sunimerfleld singled out the 
police clause in The .Journal's ordi- 
nance as their particular point of at- 
tack, claiming that it was an attempt 
to usurpsthe powers of the chief of po- 
lice and confer unheard of privileges 
upon the proprietors of a couple of 
gambling houses. As thiq was far from 
being the intention of the framers of 
the( clause, and being 
without 
legal 


knowledge to combat the charge, At- 
torney H. R. Cooke, one of the framers 
of the charter, was interviewed with 
reference to the possible correctness 
of these startling statements by men 
supposedly schooled in the 
law 
In 


fairness to Mr. Cooke it may be said 
that he is inclined to oppose The Jour- 
nal ordinance as a whole and favor or- 
dinances 2 and 3 
Mr Cooke said. 
"Yes, I was present at the 
mass 


meeting Saturday evening, and to say 
the least, was surprised at the novelty 
of the arguments 
advanced 
against 


The Journal ordinance 
"The two principal speakers were 


particulaily severe when speaking of 
section three of The Journal ordinance, 
which provides that a policeman 
or 


officer must be kept in the gambling 
house at the expense of the pioprle- 
tqr 
TTiey claimed this was inserted 


so as to enable the proprietoi to have 
a h&ndy man, a uniformed bouncer, 
and whom the proprietor could control 
and cause to arrest any 'person who 
was obnoxious, regardless of whet.ier 
such person was legally subject to ar- 
rest or not, ana that such officer should 
be named by the pioprietor and con- 
trolled by him In all official business 


• and have the powers of making 
ar- 


rests, etc., and that such officer would 
not be accountable to anyone except 
the proprietor 
"In the light of the charter such ar- 


gument is, in my opinion, utterly un- 
founded and exhibits a woeful lack of 
knowledge by the speakers on a sub- 
ject which the audience had a light to 
expect the speakers 
had 
infoimed 


themselves on befoie assuming to in- 
vite rhe people to heai them discuss 
it "No one will deny that the making of 
a policeman or police officer in a city 
is an exetcise of cotpoiate powei, but 
all corpoiate power, except as to in- 
itiative and refeiendum, is absolutely 
vested in the Mayor and Council, and 
as both of the speakers leferied to aie 
lawyers they will surely not contend 
that when the legislatute 
delegates 


power of a city council, such council 
can by ordinance a.vest itself of such 
power by delegating it to a pnvate in- 
dividual, and no moie can an oidmance 
do so, eien though \oted on duectly 
by the people as in 
this case 
Tn 


other words the chattel cannot 
be 


violated or lepealed by mere 
ordi- 


nances 
"Then again, it was aigued by both 


the speakers that such officer would be 
under the control of the 
gambling 


house, which paid his salaty. A suffi- 
cient answer to this is that the chai- 
ter provides that the fees salariPS and 
all compensation of officers and all 
other persons shall be regulated by 
ordinances and lesolutions and 
al! 


claims for the same acted upon by the 
council 
Hence the gambling house 


could not directly employ nor even pay 
such officer. 
"The charter provides that the Ma- 


yor may suspend any appointive offi- 
cer and he may appoint temporary 
policemen 
But with that exception, 


to the chief of police is given the ex- 
clusive power to appoint and control 
all the police force and it is idle to 
talk about an officer being created ex- 
cept as provided by law, and even if 
the ordinance had went so far asi t'o 
provide that such officer should 
be 


named, uniformed, vpairt and contioiled 
exclusively by the gambling house pro- 
prietor, such provision would be ut- 
terly void, as it would conflict wlta 
the charter because the chief of police 
has the appointing power, as welt ns 
command and control 
An officer is 


either an officer or he is not 
If he Is 


one, 
he must be appointed first, then 


conftimed by the council, then he must 
give hl<j bond and then take the oath 
of office 
Until he does all ot these 


things he is not an officer, but a mere 
private peison and with 
no 
more 


power 
If he does do all these things, 


how can it be argued he is the ap- 
pointee of a gambling house or any 
private peison' 
"It il be aiguecl that the chief will 


appoinl and the council confiim any 
person selected or named by a gamb- 
ling house if The Journal ordinance 
pas&es 
the answer is that that is no 


more than can be done now7

and the office provided for is created 
by ordinance and can be filled only in 
the manner provided for in the char- 
ter and outlined above.1'

Why Vote Again.it Ordinance No. 1? 


Ordinance No. 1 was introduced by 


the Manager of The Journal. 'It has a 
revenue- feature and a regulative fea- 
ture.iOrdinances Numbers 2 and S were 
Introduced by Judge Curler, represent- 
ing the Citizens' League. The single 
purpose of No. 2 is regulative.. No. 3 
is 'primarily, a revenue pure and sim- 
ple,, although it may incidentally have 
some regulative effect, 1 will, there- 
fore, state briefly the provisions and 
probable effects of these various ordi- 
nances from both revenue and regula- 
tive-standpoints, and then leave it to 
the readers of the Journal to decide 
as to the merits or demerits, of No. 1. 


Omitting the first quarter from con- 


sideration and reducing all to a month- 
ly basis, No. 1 provides for a license of 
$25 a, rnonth for up-stairs games and 
$86166 a month for down-stairs games. 
This discrimination 
is 
intended 
to 


be "prohibitive to down-stairs games. 
The! Journal declares in Sunday's ed- 
torial that for the regulation and re- 
striction of gambling no better method 
has been found than that of forcing 
the whole fraternity up-stalrs. In the 
same editorial it is pointed out that 
under the law putting gambling up- 
stairs all but two gambling resorts 
"were'put. .out of business for nearly 
two years." This is trie regulative fea- 
ture of No. 1, according- to The Jour- 
nal's contention. . 


I grant the argument so far as the 
mere fact of restricting the gambling 
business to two houses—the Oberon 
and the Palace is concerned. Note well 
the reason. The license rate of No. 1, 
taken by itself, is not high enough to" 
drive a single game out of business. 
But the 
discrimination 
against the 


small games down-stairs, where the 
profits are conjtss.rallve^y small.and in 
favor of the tw. bjy up-stairs houses 
where profi'"1 -.re large, would make 
it easy for -;. - ?.-.••?- big houses to drive 
their smaK 
uiQicapped competitors 


out of businet--^. Note, too, that unless 
the 
down-sttiirs 
games, 
should 
be 


stopped that the regulative features of 
No. 1 would be a. failure. 


Now let us co;- Hder the effect of this 


•upon the city revenue. According to 
statistics published 
in 
The Journal 


there are' now 69 games running in 
Reno. As each game pays $10, aU pay 
$690 a month. If 
Ordinance No. 1 


should pass reducing the hou'ses to two 
with the 21 games games .run by them 
when they were "the whole thing" the 
revenue would be reduced from the 
present insignificant 
$690 
to 
$525 a. 


month. No. 1, in order to make any" 
showing for regulation and restriction, 
must confess itself a failure for rev- 
enue. 


Consider No. 3 as a revenue pro- 


ducer. Tlie license rate of $150 a month 
would tend to reduce the number of 
games, but although the rate ia much 
higher than No. 1 proposes, it is not 
probable that it would cause a much 
greater reduction of games than No. 1. 
For it is perfectly fair as between the 
various owners, and gamblers, as well 
as other men, want an equal chance 
and not unfair discrimination. If Or- 
dinance No. 
2, the separation ordi- 


nance, also carries, this would tend to 
restrict the games somewhat further.

WHWT SHOULD PASS 


The Journal's Position on a Measure Which It 


Honestly Believes Is the 'Best of the. 


Three Submitted to the People of 


Reno to be Acted Upon at the 


Election to be. Held 


Today 


are passed, that about fifteen games 
will be able to run arid make consid- 
erable profit to the owners. If you ques- 
tion the accuracy of this estimate, just 
vote for the two measures ?ind thus 
test my prediction. 


Taking this as a basis, fifteen games 


at $150 each would yield a city revenue 
of $2,250 monthly or $1,560 more than 
the present revenue and $1,725 more 
than the probable revenue under No. 1. 


Is it necessary to argue in favor of 


an increased revenue? When one stops 
to think of the vast expense to the city 
caused by the crimes and misdemean- 
ors* committed by the people who fol- 
low up gambling, he is confronted by 
the startling proposition that the tax- 
payers oi* Reno are 
actually 
taxing 


themselves to. support gambling—or 
to pay for the consequences 
of 
it, 


which amounts to the same thing. To 
require gambling to pay a larger, rev- 
enue to the city is merely to apply the 
old adage, "Let him who dances pay 
the fiddler." At best, it will pay far less 
than it costs the community. 


Turn now to the regulative and re- 


strictive features. . 


The Journal's principal method of 


regulation and restriction is merely to 
reduce the number of games and cen- 
tralize them up-Sitairs. If a reduction of 
the number of games and centraliza- 
tion are worth anything, Ordinances 
Nos. 2 and 3 would be slightly better 
for they offer a little greater reduction 
in the number—say the difference- be- 
tween 21 and 15. I contend, however, 
that such restriction has proven to be 
of very little value. To lessen the num- 
ber of games is not necessarily to les- 
sen gambling. To put It up-stairgi is 
conducive to secrecy. To concentrate 
the business is to make It possible for 
the gambling housesi to offer greater 
attractions in the way of music, vaud- 
eville and palatial .quarters, and the 
big-houses are using such attractions. 
Will The Journal point oxit just how 
the public has been the gainer in the 
past two or three years as compared 
with the preceding two years? If The 
Journal should see fit to consider the 
recent situation,. I ask it to consider 
the repeal of the midnight opening and 
the recent rapid influx of strangers as 
the chief cause of the gambling boom. 


'Ordinance No. 2, however, which is 


designed to prevent the'disposal of in- 
toxicants in gambling houses Is a reg- 
ulative feature •£ -undoubted 
value. 


Any one can see that it is not a square 
deal when the house plies its victim 
with liquor in or'der to get him to gam- 
ble away his- money. The Journal de- 
clares that this ordinance would pro- 
hibit gambling altogether. 
Does The 


Journal think tl.o.t the success of the 
house is absolutely dependent on its 
first making: its victim drunk? 


And finally, the last provision has 


but to be stated to be damned. The City 
charter makes it the duty of Mayor 
and council to provide- for'policemen 
and to pay them out of city funds. 
Ordinance No. 1 makes it the duty of 
proprietor of gambling1 houses to pro- 
vide for and pay uniformed officers. 
Now this would be of no public .value 
in any way, but o'f great advantage to 
the proprietor has been pointed out in 
a. pamphlet issued by the Citizens' 
League, and is omitted here for lack of 
space. Only* remember this, that the 
main effect 'of this clause would be to 
make an officer of the law out of the 
regular "bouncer."

The'Journal in Sunday's-issue, edi-I 


.torially took up and discussed the ob- 
jections made to ordinance No. 1 by 
the Citizens' League through the me- 
dium of a circular letter^ believing that 
no response would be received to an 
offer of. these columns to Judge Curler. 
However, as Judge Curler has dele- 
gated to Professor Adams the privi- 
lege intended for him, The Journal will 
reply briefly to those points made by 
him against the statements in the edi- 
torial of Sunday. 


The statement is made that the fix- 


ing of the license for downstairs gamb- 
ling at $66.66 per month is intended to 
be prohibitive. Not so.. The reasons 
for making the 
license 
higher 
for 


downstairs gambling was as much, to 
prevent the upstairs games from com- 
ing back- down as to force those now 
down to go up. "We reiterate that -un- 
der a lower license than-that contem- 
plated by the present ordinance satis- 
factorily restricted gambling as far as 
the number of places Is concerned. 
Now it comes to a question of whether 
it is desirable to drive all the games 
upstairs or force 
the .. upstairs men 


down. It can be stated without fear 
of contradiction that should the''license 
be made the same for both locaflons 
there is no question but that all will 
be downstairs in less than sixty days. 
With the advantage 
that 
the 
big 


houses are now said to possess why 
should they lose by corning down? 
Not later than Saturday we were-in- 


formed that a building now in course 
of construction next to the posto-ffice 
has been leased as a gambling house. 
If the proprietors believe they can-af- 
ford to pay the difference in>'license it 
will be but one-story In height, but the 
owner stands ready to build another 
story if his renters- demand it. 


"We fail to see wherein the smaller 
gamblers will be put out of business 
vmder The Journal ordinance if it is 
possible for them to exist under the 
Citizens' League ordinance. In making 
this claim Professor Adams, practically 
admits that ordinance No."3' is prohibi- 
tive in its effect. 


Mr. Adams says^ that if 
only the 


twenty-one games conducted by - the 
upstairs gamblers continued to run the 
result would be a revenue under the 
increase proposed of $165 per.month

If this is a fact, can'it, not be said 
that gambling is more genera] in Reno 
today because more .opportunities are 
afforded than was the case the pre- 
vious two years. With gambling It Is 
the same as any other business—loca- 
tion' is 'everything. The man with .the 
best location will, all else being equal, 
get the heaviest play. 
If the Palace 


and Oberon now enjoy the advantage 
in location they are certainly business 
men'enough to see that .they will not 
lose it by coming downstairs. As be- 
fore stated editorially, notwithstanding 
the low city license only twenty-one 
games were supported by patrons of 
the game under the old law. Yet Mr.
